dayly ariſing of the vngouerned Selling and Retailing of Tobacco,by his 
Pꝛoclamation lately publiſhed, did pꝛohibite all His people, that after the 
2x (eaſt of Candlemas, which is now laſt paſt, none of them out of certaine 
Cities and Townes therein ſpecified to haue beene appointed, and within 
l thole Cities and Townes no other but certaine perſons named, as in the 
laid Pꝛotlamation is expꝛeſſed, and ſuch as from time to time as ſhould be 
permitted, ſhould ſell oꝛ deliuerany Tobacco by Retaile, herein requiring due obedience bnfill 
His Maieſtie ſhould make other detlaration, as by the lame Pꝛoclamation appeareth. 

Sithente which a great number ol his Maieſties louing ſublects haue repalred to ſome Toꝛds, 
and others of His Maieſties Pꝛiuie Counſell, being Dis Mateſttes Commiſſioners appointed to 
treat with them, and haue humbly deſired Tetters Patents ok Licenceto ſell Tobacco by Re- 

taille, whereunto His Mateſties laid Commiſſioners haue conſented : but becauſe it is both con- 
uenient and neceſſary that the number ofthoſe that be Licenſed to fell Tobacco by Refaile, and 
alſo their names beeknowne, that in time connentent notice may be taken from them how much 
Tobatto in each peere they Retaile and Uent : that vpon knowledge thereof, His Mateſtie foz 
pꝛeuenting of the iſſuing out ofthe Realme too great a pzopoztion of the Stocke of this King- 
dome, map giue oꝛder foz the quantitie of Tobacco that ſhall be yeerely bzonght in: And being 
reſolued that any who from hencefo2th (hall pzeſume to vtter oꝛ ſell Tobacco , not being Licen- 
ſed, hall ſcuerely be pꝛocteded againſt : Foztheſe and foz other cauſes,the King our Soueraigne 
Loꝛd ſtraightly defendeth andCommandeth, that neither ſuch as by pꝛetext of being fozmerly 
nominated as meet men to Retaile Tobacco, noꝛ any other from hentefoꝛth pzeſume to ſell oz 
btter Tobacco byRetatle, vntill they ſhall haue obtained His Mateſties Licence in that behalfe, 
any periniſſion oz tolleration that may bee pꝛetended by the ſayd Pzoclamation, oz any other lig⸗ 
nificafion notwithſtanding, vpon ſuch paines of cenſure in the Court of Star-Chamber and 
elſewhere,as may be inflicted vpon tontemners ol his Maieſties Commands publiquely pzoclat- 
med. Wherein His Maieſtie is pleaſed,that a part of the Fines ſet vpon the contemnersof this 
Command be conferred vpon thoſe that giue notice of the Offenders, ſo as they may be bꝛought 
to iudgement. |
